ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


Duncan Fund money was spent on the paved portion of Howard Hill 
Road, East Road, road by the Fire House, Hadley Highway from the 
village at Route 45 by the school, and to the corner of Mansfield Road to 
Route 45. These roads had shoulder and culvert work. Then they 
shimmed, patched, and sealed with asphalt. 


Some gravel was put on Derbyshire Lane, North Road, Converse Road, 
and Old Revolutionary Road. Brush was chipped from winter storms on 
Converse Road. 


A new culvert was put in on Hadley Highway. 
A washout was repaired on Tommy Maynard Road. 


A portion of Fish Road was built with Gas Subsidy funds. 
Approximately one half mile on Fish Road was excavated from the corner 
of Brown Road. Trees and brush were cut; culverts were put in; and the 
section was graveled. Fish Road will need more work during the coming 
year before it is finished. 


Some roadside tractor mowing was done this year. 


The space between the Town Hall and the Library and the graveled 
space by the church and the store were graded and hot topped with 
asphalt. 

TRA money was spent on the Colburn Road. Three tenths of a mile of 


this road was paved with asphalt. This makes a big improvement from 
the top of Flynn’s Hill to the Wilton town line. 


The town dump was closed and covered with fill. Seeding and 
mulching still needs to be done. 


The Highway Department put in 250 feet of new water pipe from the 
driveway going into the school and going north along Hadley Highway. 

Wood cut on town property along Fish Road was taken to the Town 
Hall for winter use.

This year the men in the department spent approximately 345 hours in 
training sessions of one type or another to become more skilled in 
firefighting. 


We have added two lieutenants to the group of officers to relieve the 
chief in charge of some of the supervision and direct his efforts to more 
overall firefighting control at the scene of a fire. We now have twenty-two 
men on the department. The newer men are all young and are eager to 
learn to become skilled firefighters in your town. 


After several long delays, our search and rescue truck is now taking 
shape. The body work and wiring is complete, and after painting, the 
truck will be put into service. 


We hope that those people who have wood stoves will be careful and 
keep chimneys and stove pipes clean. The popularity of wood stoves has 
caused a great increase in chimney fires in the area.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative 
etfort between town/city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire 
Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our 
Legislature, the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality 
as a Forest Fire Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest 
fire prevention and control within his town/city. This person may ask the 
State Forester to appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be 
necessary to efficiently carry out his charges. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts 
with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State 
organization is charged with assisting the municiple forest fire organization 
in any way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire 
suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators and 
forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is 
purchased through State bulk purchasing ability and sold to local forest 
fire organizations at one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained 
and turned over to town/city fire departments at no cost to local 
departments for conversion into fire suppression units. This cooperative 
arrangement between State and municipality has resulted in one of the 
best forest fire records in the United States with less than one-half acre of 
woodland burned in each fire reported.

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REPORT OF THE TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1979 


As you will, no doubt recall, at our 1979 Town Meeting my right to 
serve as Chief of Police and receive $5000 or more was challenged. The 
only reason I had not been eligible for certification over the years was that 
I did not meet one requirement, that of receiving $5000 or more per year 
salary as a police officer. On April 2, 1979 I applied to the New 
Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council for my certification. 
At their meeting on May 15, 1979, they acted on my application and 
certified me as a police officer pursuant to RSA 105-A. 


Also at last years Town Meeting, it was voted that the selectmen should 
appoint a committee to survey the health and safety services of the town. 
At this writing I have no knowledge of their findings. However, they did 
employ the services of a professional to survey the police department. In 
his report several items were listed for personnel training which we have 
provided in the past and for which I had requested funding in last years 
budget, but was turned down. Monies for this purpose, plus other 
necessary items incident to having new personnel in the department, are 
included in this years budget. The amount in the budget for the chief's 
salary is also coincidental to the professional survey. When Mr. Dix, who 
did the survey, was asked what the chief’s salary should be, his reply was 
$12000, to $13000 a year. 


This past year we had three cases which consumed considerable time 
and expense, as well as the usual run of routine calls and random 
patrolling. During the past year we answered the following calls and 
investigated the following cases:

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THE SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
1980 Annual Report 


The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc. serves the towns of 
Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple with emergency medical 
service and transportation to area hospitals. It is a free service to the 
residents of these towns, financed through town appropriations and 
individual donations. The service is organized as a non-profit organi- 
zation with two (2) representatives from each town serving on the Board of 
Directors. The Directors are elected to the Board after consultation with 
the Boards of Selectmen from the towns. A Driver/Attendant Represent- 
ative is elected to the Board of Directors by the driver/attendants 
themselves. 


We have twenty (20) driver/attendants in the service, eighteen (18) of 
which are Emergency Medical Technician trained. Each driver/attendant 
carries a pocket pager which alerts by tone and voice when there is an 
emergency call. All driver/attendants who are in the four-town area 
during the day are on call to respond. Each driver/attendant is assigned 
to be on call overnight at least 7 or 8 nights a month. The past year we 
responded to over 200 emergency calls and hospital transfers. Our system 
of response includes the ability to send a driver/attendant directly to the 
scene to stabilize a patient until the ambulance arrives. All of our 
driver/attendants are required to be Emergency Medical Technicians with 
80 hours of training. They must take a refresher course in Cardiac- 
Pulmonary-Resucitation (CPR) each year, and a refresher course (24 
hours) for Emergency Medical Technician every two (2) years. Emergency 
Medical Technicians must take 24 additional hours of training each year 
to be nationally registered. All driver/attendants are licensed by the State 
of New Hampshire. These are rigorous requirements for volunteers who 
are not paid and have their own full-time jobs. And they do even more. 
They participate in monthly meetings which include training and review of 
past emergency calls. They rotate responsibility for a weekly check of the 
equipment and inventory of the two ambulances. This past year they 
participated in a Health Clinic in Greenville, and have visited the schools 
to introduce the children to the ambulances. Driver/attendants also take 
periodic proficiency tests on the ambulance equipment, and visit local 
factories and industries to become familiar with their potential emergency 
needs and the layouts of their buildings. The Board of Directors publicly 
thanks the ambulance driver/attendants for their voluntary service. They 
save the towns thousands of dollars by volunteering their time and, 
because they are your neighbors, they meet your emergency needs with a 
special care and personal commitment that no professional service could 
provide. We trust that you will thank them also. 


Our per capita request from the towns for Emergency Service in 1980 is 
slightly higher than last year, and still lower than our needs in 1978. 
There are five (5) factors that demonstrate considerable efforts by the 
Board of Directors to keep costs as low as possible: 


1. Our projected increase for 1980 is considerably lower than the current 
rate of inflation; thus we are in effect reducing our purchasing power. 


2. We are faced with extremely high increases in our fuel costs which are 
the major expense in our budget of 1980. 


3. Almost all other items in our budget have remained constant for the 
coming year. 
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4. We have responded to an increased number of calls this year, and 
anticipate that this trend will continue in 1980. 


S. All of our Driver/Attendants serve without any pay. 


We pledge to continue this stringent monitoring of our expenses in 
1980, as we have worked to do in the past, giving the highest level of 
emergency medical care to the residents of the four (4) towns we serve.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The library circulation figures for the year were: 834 adult nonfiction, 
1,311 adult fiction, 403 juvenile nonfiction, 1,811 juvenile fiction, 290 
adult magazines, 32 juvenile magazines and 29 recordings. Total 
circulation of 4,710 was a substantial increase of 1,143 over last year. 


In April we observed National Library Week by holding an Open House 
and sponsoring contests for the school children. The fifth and sixth 
grades made some stunning mobiles which enhanced our decor for several 
weeks. The third and fourth grades wrote essays, and the first and second 
grades drew pictures inspired by library books. All the winners received 
books and everyone enjoyed refreshments. 


Our seventh annual Strawberry Festival held on the Common on 
Temple’s Memorial Day was another successful sell-out. 


A book sale was held in conjunction with the Village Fair in October. 
We wish to thank all who donated books, and all who came to buy. 
Proceeds from this sale and the Strawberry Festival amounted to $213.69 
and was used to purchase books. 


Fourteen children completed the summer fun reading contest. Each 
child received a credit certificate. to use for the purchase of a book at the 
Toadstool Bookstore in Peterborough. A double certificate was offered to 
the one reading the most books. Eric Turgeon was our winner with a 
total of 35 books. 


Joanne Keuper has continued to open the library for the school children 
to visit and take out books. The early school closing makes afternoon 
visits during regular library hours a problem. 


Julie Harling is our pre-school story hour reader this year. We have an 
active and enthusiastic group. The story hour is held Monday afternoons 
at 1:30 (weather permitting) Fall through Spring.

Temple is one of seven towns in which the Planning Board is presently 
working in a united effort with staff members of the Southwestern New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission to develop a comprehensive or 
master plan. After several joint meetings, the basic studies phase is 
largely completed, including a series of preliminary reports and a set of 
maps showing various natural and cultural conditions. 


Now many Temple residents are contributing their time and talents 
toward establishing policies, goals, and objectives which will guide the 
design of the Comprehensive Plan. The Planning Board appreciates their 
active participation on the Citizens’ Advisory Committee (or Sounding 
Board) which should make the achievement of a successful comprehensive 
Plan possible. 

Upon completion of the Comprehensive Plan, now scheduled for 
October 1980, the Planning Board will embark upon the task of 
implementing the plan. This may take more than one year. 

In 1979 abutters’ hearings were held regarding eight subdivisions 
involving a total of sixteen lots.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Taxes 


Several factors combined to cause the shocking increase of $5.70 
(32'4%) in our tax rate and the most critical of those factors are pretty 
much out of our control. The schools added $1.75 (10%); in 1980, the 
increase may be 10 or 12% or $2.50. 


The County budget is heard, and acted on, by all the County 
Representatives to the General Court, but the two cities out-vote the 
towns. (Guess where most of the money goes.) 


In 1979 a much larger ‘“‘over-lay’’ was needed to pay the many state 
directed tax abatements for 1978. This situation should be back to 
normal this year and no longer be an important factor in the tax rate. 
The bill for the state-ordered reappraisal program was also a one-time 
factor in the 1979 tax rate. 


We are recommending the Town raise the sum of $1,000.00 to have the 
state people do the “pick-ups” and to keep our tax map up-to-date. 


It was voted at the adjourned Town Meeting that the Selectmen should 
seek a reduction in the bill for re-appraising the Town. The Board had a 
lengthy discussion with the proper officials and got a reduction of about 
$2,300.00. 


Another major factor that sends our tax rate upward is the increased 
participation in the Current Use program. This is a “good-news - 
bad-news” proposition. The ‘‘good news’ being that the land involved 
probably won’t be developed right away. The ‘“‘bad news’’ is the tax base 
is lowered, which sends the tax rate higher. This program is pretty much 
directed by the State and the Selectmen have very few options. 


About the only factor we really control (as a Town) is what is spent at 
the Town Meeting. All of us, voters, taxpayers and town officials should 
proceed with caution at budget time. 


Solid Waste Disposal 


We have left the old town dump and moved to a re-cycling center and 
our trash and garbage is now called solid waste, but we still have 
problems no matter how modern the names. 


Please separate more carefully. Energy costs have soared because 
people are putting too much clean wastepaper in with their burnables. 
Also, we are getting complaints of carelessness with sorting procedures. 
Remember, there are penalties that can be enforced. Glass, metal, 
plastics and wood just don’t ‘‘mix’’. Poor sorting procedures will be 
reflected in your tax rate.

The income from re-cycled materials has yet to reach the goals 
envisioned by the planners for the Wilton Re-cycling Center. However, 
re-cycling is starting to pay off in some areas and eventually will do so 
here. 


The Town of Greenville, has expressed interest in joining the Wilton 
program and has been invited to do so. Should the Greenville Town 
Meeting act favorably on the matter, payments for all towns will be 
reduced. 


There have been questions and discussions about the intent and the 
impact of a bill recently enacted by the State Legislature. This bill 
pertains to open pit burning in towns of less than 1000 populations. That 
bill is printed below for your perusal. 


Chapter 320 


HB 754 
An act relative to open pit burning in towns less than 1,000 population. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court convened: 


320: 1 Town of 1,000 or less population. Amend 1977, 494:1 by 
striking out said section and inserting in place thereof the 
following: 


494: 1 Town of 1,000 or less population. Notwithstanding the provisions 
of RSA 125:83, relating to variances, the air pollution commission 
is hereby authorized, following a public hearing, to extend the 
time limits established in its regulations for elimination of 
burning dumps in towns of less than 1,000 population according 
to the 1970 federal census, pursuant to the requirements of this 
act, not to extend beyond July 1, 1982, if the town satisfies one of 
the following criteria: 


I. The town is actively engaged in a regional solid waste feasi- 
bility study; or ! 


II. A demonstration has been made that alternatives are not 
readily available to the town. 


320: 2 Effective Date. This act shall take effect 60 days after its passage. 
APPROVED: JUNE 22,1979 
EFFECTIVE DATE: AUGUST 21, 1979 
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Highways and Bridges 


Basically the Highway Department budget is the same as last year. We 
have added a small sum ($1,500.00) to help compensate for a lesser 
amount received from the Duncan Fund. All of this money will be used 
for tarring operations. 


There are some bridges in Town that are in serious need of repairs and 
for that reason we are asking the meeting to approve the spending of the 
monies now in the Capital Reserve Bridge Fund. Any further neglect of 
certain bridges would be quite imprudent to say the least. 


Town Officer’s Expenses 


We over-spent our budget this year because of a variety of factors. One 
of the more important items is, we are finding it necessary to send people 
to seminars that are State or NHMA sponsored. This is due to the 
increase in the paper work (Federal and State) and the many changes and 
additions in laws and agency regulations. Our budget figures will reflect 
these facts and figures.
